UFO sighting report 

□ IS there something out there? A couple living in 
Old Siauon Court* Chard, ihink so ancr a cfoso 
encounter on Wednesflay last week. Thev spotted a 
round silver object in the sky above ChaHcombe at 
about 12.3S pm. Jt suddenly disappoarod from view.

T hose who refuse lo believe in ET have al¬ 
ways argued that UFOs and aliens are jusi 
a modem reaclion lospacc iravcl.scicncc 
ficiion filmsand comics. Bui new reports claim 
tliai UFO sighiingsfar from beingareaciion lo 
inbtoid-induccdhysieria.iod; place much ear¬ 
lier than we previously thought, and certainly 
long before the term flyingsiiucer was coined 
in 1947. If true, the research would suggest that 
UFOs arc not just post-war oral science ficiion. 
which could make their existence more likely. 

One of the best-known UFO researchers. 
Timothy Good.says in his new book (Alifii 
Base: Earili s Eiicoiiiiiers With Extruiermtri- 
Ills) that Earth may have been'visited' at least 
as early as 1920 by intelligent life forms from 
outer space. Not even Good goes back far 
enough: other evidence indicates that UFOs 
were spoiled in ancient times. 

According to new research in China. UFOs 
were seen as early as 1914 BC. Ancient scribes 
record the appearance of" 10 flying suns" and 
note how the strange craft caused a wave of 
panic among the Chinese people. In 216 BC 
Roman historian Julius Ot^quens recorded 
that "^ips" were seen in the sky above Italy. 

Jap;inese historians were particularly careful 
to record cases of UFOs.so we now know that 
on 27 October 1 ISO. a massive object shaped 
like a "glowing earthenware vessel" tlew slow¬ 
ly across the night sky: while on 24 September 
12-'5.General Yoritsume was frightened bv 


strange lights Hying in loops over his troops. 
The general's advisers told him it was simply a 
strong wind blowing the stars around in the 
sky. Again, in 1749. three huge round ohjccls 
were seen by thousands of people hovci inu in 
the sky over Japan for four days. 

A ninth century sky ship 

In Europe during Itie ninth century Agohai d. a 
bishop of Lyons, was once taken lo see lour 
prisoners locked in chains by terrified locals, 
who accused them of falling from a"sky shi|i " 
that had passed nearby and taken local crops 
away to u kingdom in the sky called Magunia. 
Agobard was clearly one of the fust UFO sce(> 
tics: he ordered the prisoners lo be released 
immediatelv and wrote a book about ilie inci¬ 
dent condemning "those senseless fools who 
believe in the reality of such absurd tilings". 

.Agobard may have approved of the punish. 
menl meted out to one woman in IW.s who 
claimed lo have seen a UFO:she was prompt¬ 
ly burned at the stake. God only knows what 
he would have thought of some of the men 
and women who say they have witnessed 
UFOs and aliens this century. In Alien Bnsi- 
Good claims to have the first convincing pho¬ 
tos of aliens, "sensational" new encounters with 
aiiensand "new cases of the Men In Black". 

Tliose who fear ihai Good may ha\'e found 
definitive proof of aliens need not worry. Good 
relates the tesiimonv of Albert Coe. who ►

that British claims ol alien abduction increased

The stones are dis¬ 
missed by such experts 
as John Pike. Director 
ol Space Poliev' tor the 
eminent Washington- 
based Federation of 
American Scientists, 
which boasts 55 Nobel 
laureates amonit its 


supporters. "I do not think that this is con¬ 
vincing evidence for contact.” said Pike. 
"Indeed I don't think there has ever been any 
convincmg evidence lor contact. ’ 

"Thisdoesn't mean Pike doesn't believe in¬ 
aliens. Talking to Ffx'uv.he said he now thinks it 
"very likely " that there is extra-terrestrial life; 
"! think they are here already [on Earth|, but 
1 absolutely do not think they have made 
contact. They arc probablv watchine us unob¬ 
served - their technology would be so much 
more advanced than ours and it is ridiculous to 
suggest they are crashing their spacecraft and 
needing to do repairs. TItey are probably 
millions of years more advanced than us.” 

Sandwiches with a Venusian couple 

Gther academics agree. DrTobias Owen, pro¬ 
fessor of astronomy at the University of 
Hawaii (and the lirst person to identify the 
Face on Mars' anomaly l has just written a 
hook entitled Pic Si‘arch tor Life in ilie 
l.iiiverse. 'll is clear there could be life else¬ 
where in the Universe." he said. "But aliens 
have not made contaci with us. unless they 
have disguised themselves so well we can't de¬ 
tect them, which would mean that everyone 
around us. including you and me. could be an 
alien.observinu our reactions." 

In Alien Base Good reports more bizarre 
Stories of so-called alien encounters, such as 
ihatof Shropshire newsagent Hubert Lewis, 
who had his lirst alien contact in November 
19.57.The same alien group from Venus, alleged 
to live among us. made contact with Lewis 
again in July 19.58. and he travelled to

.-Mthouah opinion polls regularly show that 
up to hall the population think there is intelli-

subiceicd to ndieule. While 95 percent of sup¬ 
posed U FO and alien sightings can be explained 
by natural events, psychological delusions or 
scientific reasoning, a significant number ol 
incidents still defy rational explanation. 

For example the American government is 
still yet to provide aconvmcmgexplanaiion for 
what happened at Roswell in 1947. when 
wreckage of a strange crali was later claimed, 
by the military, to be a 'weather balloon . ►

"Oh help me. help inel” K was 
June 1920. and 16-year-okl 
Albert Coe was on a canoemg 
vacation in Ontario with his 
companion Rod. Alone at the 
time. Coe heard the muffled 
cry while clambering to the 
top of an out-cropping of 
rocks in remote terrain on the 
Mattawa River. Slightly to his 
right he heard a cry: "Oh help 
me. I'm down here." 

"I had waiKeo aooui 25 feet in 
the mrecDon oi the voice when I 
came to a Cleft n the base rocK.' 
said Coe. 'ViMged down ims 
crevice was a voung man. 

'tiVhen I evenIual^ freeo him. 
bs legs were so numo he was 
unable to stana.'The first thing 
he asHed for was water. 

"He wore ar ooo siKer-grey 
gaimem that haa a sneen of silk 
to It, Just under me chest vas a 
small instrument oanei. Several 
I'nobs ana aiats were orokerr. 

"I askeo wneie newas 
from. He sao ne nao a 
plane oanteo m a cieanne 
downstream, and had 
started out me oreveus 
morning to oo seme fishing. He'd 
almost given ud nope or getong 
out aiw. When ne cned out. my 
answering yell was like a miracte." 

By now. me cflcuiauon was 
returning to tbe strangers 
numbed imbs.

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UFO sighting captured on videotape? 


PARIS (Reuters) - France's National Center for Space Studies 
(CNES) said Friday it was investigating a reported sighting of 
an unidentified flying object in the Alpine village of Voreppe 
after a witness videotaped the phenomenon. 

The videotape shows "a dark form that looks like it is 
floating and then moves away in a curious way," CNES 
expert Jean-Jacques Velasco told Reuters after viewing the 
videotape and conducting initial interviews with wimesses. 

He said four individuals in three different groups had 
reported seeing the object over a period of several minutes. 

They said they initially sighted it perched on the top of a tree 
at dusk on September 8. 

Two of the individuals were quite near the tree while a third, 
about 50 meters (yards) away, had the presence of mind to 
quickly run into his house, grab a video camera, and film the 
mysterious object as it flew off, he said. 

Based on the videotape and preliminary witness accounts, 
Velasco said the object appeared to be "a round disc, four to 
five meters across, with a few protuberances coming out of it 
and a red ring around its base." 

The space center said in a statement it was beginning its 
investigation by attempting to verily that the tape was 
genuine. 

It was also trying to check out the witnesses and examine the 
tree where the object was said to have perched, whose leaves 
would be tested for signs of elevated levels of 
electromagnetic radiation. 
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Asked how many UFO probes opened by the CNES had been 
closed without an explanation, he responded, "You could 
count them on the fingers ot one hand."

WEIRD “Z” shapes lighting 
up the sky over Britain 
sparked hundreds of calls 
in an \ FileS'type riddle 
yesterday. 

People from Cornwall to 
Scotland reported the huge 
dazzling display. 

One aircraft pilot called 
in to say he'd seen what 
appeared to be an explosion 
in the sky above the Isle 
of Man. 

Teesside air traffic 
control tower, near 
Newcastle upon Tyne, also 
reported a sighting. 

:\ Department Of 
Transport spokesman said: 
“We had sightings from the ' 
Clyde and west to Belfast 
and east to Leeds.” 

Belfast coastguard 
Rowlston Williams watcheti 
for more than an hour 
when the sky lit up around 
midnight on Friday 
He said: “I have never 
seen anything like it. When 
we first saw the object, it 
was not completely dark. 

"Whatever it was. it 
appeared to be moving very 
slowly westwards. 

"It seemed larger than the 
moon and higher than the 
clouds." 

UFO lesearcher Ron 
Barrett said: "There have 
l>een numerous people who 
have seen these lights but 
not in these sort of shapes." 

Defence officials at RAF 
Fylingdales. the Yorkshire- 
based eariy-waming station, 
reported no undue activity. 

But a pilot flying from 
France, to the Midlands 
solved the mystery when he 
reported a meteorite. 

A spokesman for the 
Coastguard Agency said: 
“It was very spectacular but 
can be explained. 

"The lights that so many 
people saw were caused by 
a meteorite breaking up as 
it entered the Earth's 
atmosphere. 

"The big 'Z' vapour trail 
was hanging there for a 
while. It was a mystery at 
the time- but it was not an 
alien craft.” 

The boulder disintegrated 
as it entered the Earth's 
atmosphere, leaving a 
bright trail of strange 
shapes. 
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ALIEN contact was believed 
to have been made when 
thousands of people wit¬ 
nessed giant letters of iight 
in the night sky. 

Police all over Britain 
were swamped with calls 
from peopie who saw ‘Z' 
and ‘Q’ and number ' 2 '. 

And fears of an ET inva¬ 
sion were fueiied when a 
la^e expiosion was heard 
over the isle of Man. 

I The mystery deepened 
when the Department of 
Transport reported the phe¬ 
nomena were not aircraft-re- 
ieied, adding: "Whatever it 
is comes from out there." 

But it was solved when an 
airline pilot reported a large 
meteor hitting the atmo¬ 
sphere on Friday. 

The pilot, landing at East 
Midlands Airport from 
France, said: "It began 
breaking up and left a long 
trail. 

"Winds formed it into 
shapes which looked like 
letters." 

Coastguard Bungy Wil¬ 
liams, in Belfast, said: "I've 
never seen anything like it." 
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
